|property. If William Smith, Re- 
publican, had been President when 
the world demanded a league, would 
the Democrats haves been against it? 
No doubt. 

Political partisanship h&s been de- 
stroving our perspective. In 1916 
I heard a Republican Senator say: 
“A spineless President is keeping us 
out of the war. We ought to be in 
France, fighting for France with our 
‘last man and dollar.” Now he is 
inot only against the league of na- 
tions, but particularly bitter at the 
thought of entering into an agree- 
ment to protect France from Ger- 
man agzression. It was in 1916, too, 
that I heard a Democratic Senator 
say: “I am for Keeping out to the 
end. We've no business over there. 
We'll attend to our business and let 
them attend to theirs. Let them go 
on murdering one another until they 
are ready to stop.” He is now a lead- 
ing supporter of the league which 
his Republican colleague just quoted 
says will draw us into entangling al- 
liances. 

Again, in 1916, I heard another 
Republican Senator, now most vigor- 
| ously opposed to the league, say: 
“Keep down our army! Don't ex- 
cite suspicioh by preparing for war. 
It’s time for the thinking men of 
the world to get together to prevent 
such a war as this happening again.” 
His present attitude should werrant 
him in subscribing to the view of 
an able army officer, whq said: 
“There can be no Utopia Men will 
always fight. We'll make the strong- 
est army and navy in the world— 
so strong that we could stand against 
the world and prevent another wor}! 
war by the very threat of our pow- 
er.”” The officer spoke in profes- 
sional zeal in behalf of the old sys- 
tem, in which he honestly believes. 
It is not criticising his profession to 
say that I should like to see th: 
world able to get on with fewer 
arniveofficers. We should al] lke 
to see the world with less disease, 
which would enable it to get on with 
fewer doctors. 

The offiter stated the issue. It is 
| between war/and peace. If we are 
against the league then let us arm. 
We cannot be the kind of partner 
in the league who suspects all his 
other partners of trying to take ad- 
vantage of him. If we are for the 
league then we cannot expéct the 
first draft to be perfect To start 
making reservations is to undermine 
world confidence in the league We 
must rely on human nature, as we 
do in our relations with our neigh- 
bors, to meet fair play in kind. 
Build a wall of suspician between 
two partners in any business con- 
cern and the business will not flour- 
ish. Build one between two na- 
tions and either will: soon imagine 
that something inimical to its inter- 
ests is progressing on the other side 
.of the wall. This leads to armaments 
‘and etentually to war. 

Break a highway of mutual good 
feeling through the wall and the tw» 
'will trade and prosper, each retain- 
ing its own customs and habits 
|The league fis a framework on which 
‘to build. It sets the world to think- 
ing of peace and planning how to 
maintain peace, rather than thinking 
of war and planning war. It may 
not prevent the buying of mines, 
but it is at least a mine sweeper. 
'It will be as strong as the faith of 
public opinion is able to make it. 
Whoever has seen the ruins in 
| France and the streams of wounded 
from the field of battle and the dead 
lving on the field feels too deeply 
about the most ambitious and prac- 
tical way to stop war that ever has 
'been devised not to speak his word 
|in its favor. I believe in the human 
‘geese and human progress.

forbids removal after 10 months, the 
limit permitted by it for storage, 
ard empowers the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to keep in touch with the 
goods.” 

He added that only 400 to 500 
cold storage plants report today, but 
there are hundreds of others that 
make no report. The definition of 
food does not include lquid food, 
ve ilch is not to be allowed in stor- 
age. 

Storage Promised. 

Persons operating a cold storage 
plant must have a license. to be is- 
sued by the Secretary of Agriculture 
after he is satisfied as to sanitary 
conditions. All food must be 
stamped as to time of receipt and 
time of withdrawal. Transfer of 
food to another cold storage plant 
must be in acccrdance with the re- 
strictions and under the eye of the 
Government. Food kept in storage 
longer than authorized is to be sold 
at auction in 30 days, or if con- 
demned must be destroyed Full 
authority to inspect is given the De- 
partment of Agriculture and quarter- 
ly reports shall be made. 

Violation of the law would be 
punishable by $509 fine for the first 
offense and upon a second offense 
the offender will have committed a 
misdemeanor. FPunishment in each 
instance may be meted to individ- 
vals responsible. 

Domestic feeds, meaning those use- 
ful for feeding domestic animals or 
poultry, are to be regulated by an- 
other bill already introduced by Mr. 
Haugen.

MONG al! the great meas- 
ures which Great Brit- 
ain is quietly wvutting 
into effect for the pur- 
pose of maintaining 
her trade supremacy, it may seem 
a minor matter to announce that 
she is well on the way toward throwing over- 


manship. * Efficiency is to be the watchword of 
the post-bellum era, and handwriting is not 
efficient because it is so rarely legible. There- 
fore, handwriting must zo. and in its stead is 
heing resurrected a system of 
print writine, which had its 
heyday in the fifteenth and 
sixteenth centuries. 

Print writing is no longer a 
fad in England, but has at- 
tained the proportions of a 
movement. Thousands of 
shool children are being 
taught to write in that manner, and numerous big 
business houses in London and other cities are in- 
troducing it because of its obvious advantages for 
commercial purposes over the average hand-writ- 
ten scrawl. There is little doubt that the method 
will soon gain a foothold in the United States. 

Just what print writing is may be judged better 
from the example given on this page than bv any 
attempted description. The chief essential is the 
abandonment of the fine-pointed, pliable pen, with its 
aptitude for Spencerian f!ourishes, and the adoption 
of an instrument with a broad, stiff point. When a 
child first begins to write in the new style, he is sup- 
plied with a pen the stub of which is nearly a quarter 
of an inch wide. Without pressure, such as must be 
usual pen, it makes bold, broad 
strokes, and finer lines are made by simply changing 
the direction of the pen. So that the writer need pay 
uO attention to pressure and may concentra‘e bis atten- 
tion upon guiding the pen. The advantages are in- 
cleased legibility and uniformity. This is merely a 
revival of the classic pen wielded by masters of print 
writing 500 years aco. 


Also, a different kind of ink must be employed, be- 
cause the thin and fluent imks used with the pliable 
pen will blur and blot with the broad-nosed pen. Be- 
ginners in school use India ink, diluted with water. 


Enthusiasts for the new—or old—style of writing 
declare it spells the doom of the various schools of pen- 
manship which have flourished in the last half-century. 
Men and women of today may well have bitter memo- 
ries of their studies in calligraphy when children. 
Very likely they were first initiated into the loops and 
slants, the florid decorations, the coloratura technique. 
so to speak, of the Spencerian system. Then came 
the vertical writing crazer sweeping over the copy- 
books of the country with its rigid, upright characters. 
Others may remember sitting at their desks and 
describing rolling circles and spirals, as a preliminary 
to acquiring the “muscular movement" method of chi- 
ragraphy. Still others may have spent tortured hours 
in attempting to penetrate the mysteries of the “ec- 
lectic” system. And whatever the ordeals of childhood, 
i> is rare to find a grown person today able to write 
a letter which the recipient can read without numerous 
pauses to decipher the hieroglyphics. We may have 
been able at one time to make perfect copies of ‘“copper- 
plate” mottoes at the head of our exercise books; most 
of us have by now declined to an enigmatica! scrawl. 
There can be no doubt that penmanship is generally in 
a state of extreme and deplorable decadence. 


With the universal spread of typewriting and stenoz- 
raphy, there are thousands of business men at present 
who never tate pen in hand, from one year to another, 
except to sign letters and checis. And they take pains 
te make their signatures as intricate and indecipher- 
able as possible, in the mistaken hope that thus the 
possibilities of forgery may be reduced. There are 
many others who use the typewriter so habitually that 
they have literally forgotten how to write, and can 
scarcely unpuzzle their own penmanship. 

In addition, 


many who use pen or pencil frequently 
have been so inoculated with the speed habit that 
they rarely write a word as a whole, but leave out 
letters and abbreviate suffixes to mere dashes. The 
extreme tendency is illustrated in men like President 
Wilson, who has abandoned penmanship almost alto- 
gether and habitually employs shorthand. 

Yet there are still multitudes of instances in which

the typewriter cannot be employed, out of social cour- 
tesy. There are certain letters of an intimate and 
personal character which even a business man hesi- 
tates to intrvst to a machine. Most of our social and 
fumily correspondence is confided to the fair sex, 
which still adheres to conservative pen and ink. And 
yet many of these correspondents find it difficult to 
indite a letter which does not call imperatively for 
an interpreter. Some even pride themselves upon the 
eccentricity of their penmanship. 

It is for the benefit of such persons, and also for 
these branches of business, such as bookkeeping, in 
which handwriting still keeps a foothold, that the sys- 
tem of print writing has been revived. 


fifteenth century, before tbe printing 
press came into general use, hand- 
writing had undisputed possession of 
the field of literature. It developed 
two styles—a stately one for books, 
and a quicker one for everyday use. 
They were called respectively ‘for- 
mal” and “cursive’’ writing. They 
were not different in kind, but in the 
degree of :are and detail. The cur- 
sive’’ was merely the “formal, made 
with less detail, a quicker representa- 
tion of the same traditional shapes, 
modifying these shapes inevitably as 
time went on, but never inde- 
pendently. 


“Formal” writing was destroyed by 
the printing press, but the good types 
used in books and newspapers today 
are themselves derived from old pen- 
made ancestors. But “cursive” writ- 
ing, bereft of the steadying, standard- 
izing influence of the “formal” alpha- 
bets, fell a prey to all sorts of degra- 
dation and caprice, in the beediless 
fists of the uneducated on the one

This is the second time that this style of wr'tins 
has been introduced into England. During the six- 
teenth century Roger Ascham, the celebrated scholar. 
led a movement which ended in an acknowledgment 
by the court and the universities that the Italian Re- 
naissance script was superior in beauty and lez‘bility 
te the so-called “Tudor” script then in use. Examples 
©. Queen Elizabeth's handwriting in both styles are 
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extant. The difference is even greater 
than that between Spencerian script 
and print writing today. But the 
less esthetic and lucid handwriting 
eventually prevailed, and the Italian 
style perished, to be resurrected 490 yeafs later. 

The objection has been made that the broad pen 
is slow because stiff. There is no doubt that if 
the broad-nosed pen were to attempt the facile 
superfluities introduced itito letters since Ascham’s 
day, it would perform less slowly than the fine, 
pliable pen. But much of the former's value lies 
in its precluding these ornaments. It can write 
fast enough a plain, simple 
hand. But it must dispense 
with loops and flourishes, as 
well as that connecting 
stroke between letters which 
has become a fetish. 

In old Italian hands the 
connecting stroke was cer- 
tainly employed, but only 
when convenient. The letters were more often 
combined by “clamping” or “bunching” them to- 
gether, than by joining them one after another. 
This clamping assists legibility, for we read the 
“bunch” or shape of a word, rather than the in- 
dividual letters forming it. This principle is 
followed in print writing as it is in print, where 
all the letters stand aajoined ener in such 
combinations as “fi and ‘fi.’ 

it will be noted that print writing, while not so 
slanting as Spencerian script, is still not quite vertical. 
Modern authorities declare that upright characters 
are not quite so easily and naturally formed as those 
with a slight slant. It is as if rapid writing finds a 
line of lease resistance at an angle of from five to 1° 
degrees from the perpendicular. If the fingers and 
thumb, which are to do the work, are supported bv 
the side of the wrist and hand in such a position that 
the eye can easily see what the pen is doing, the pen’s 
easiest direction will be found in a line slightly in- 
clined to the right. 

“This copy book,” say the directions in the exercise 
book used in English schools, “is an attempt to rec- 
ommend a ‘hand’ taught in the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries, when handwork was still employed for the 
finest books. It is derived from the writing books 
chiefly of F. Lucas of Madrid and Giovan Batista Pala- 
tino of Venice.”’ 

The copybook itself is unusual in that the words and 
characters which the children are required to copy are 
far from perfect. They are reproductions of actual 
print writing, photographed on stone, and printed with- 
out any attempt to touch them up. 

The blunt end of the pen really determines the po- 
sition which the youngster’s hand takes in beginning 
to write. Much of the old trouble is done away 
with over the right way to hold a pen, such as tor- 
mented the young idea when it set out to emulate Mr. 
Spencer. Every line in the copy book which the child 
i? supposed to imitate begins with a little cross. This 
cross is really a guide. The child is asked to hold 
the pen so that it would make the cross at the be- 
ginning of every line, just as shown in the book—a 
thin upward stroke crossed by a thick downward 
stroke, made without pressure upon the pen. There- 
after, the upward and downward strokes of the line 
must be made parallel with the strokes of the cross. 
The cross, in other words, establishes the pose of 
pen and hand at the beginning of every line. 

One of the chief recommendations of the new sys- 
tem is that with it learning to write has lost most of 
its terrors for the young. Mrs. Harriott Stanton Blatch, 
the suffragist leader, recently returned from England 
a convert to print writing. Her conversion occurred 
after seeing a class of English schoolgirls learning to 
write and enjoying it hugely. 

“It was a treat to watch them,” she says. “There 
they sat with their copybooks, patiently tracing the 
ebaracters before them and getting real pleasure out of 
it. There was no evidence that they were going 
through the old grind that we and our parents went 
through trying to fashion words and letters that looked 
as if they had just stepped out of a steel engraver's 
establishment.” 

Mrs. Blatch brought home with her a copybook and 
samples of the stubby pens used in the English schools, 
and her 7-year-old granddaughter is now being initiat- 
ed into the mysteries—or should one say the beauties?

The message, 
among other phases, carried a request that Garcia send 
io Washington a reliable man who knew Cuba thor- 
vughly and who could advise and assist the United 
States War and Navy Departments in plans for going 
to the aid the island's insurgents in their contest witi 
Spain. Rowan went to Jamaica, crossed to Cuba in an 
open boat, found Garcia in the all but impenetrable 
Cuban jungles and delivered the messaze. 

Now, one of the men who answered ine messaze to 
Garcia—who was, in fact, himself that answer---may 
become President of Cuba. Hubbard's story—briefly 
told, gaining quickly a circulation of millions and later 
being translated into a dozen or more languages 
barely refers to Rowan’'s actual experiences in carry- 
ing the message, and not at all to the men who re- 
snonded to it.. It is the manner in which Rowan did 
what he was told to do that is celebrated in Hubbard's 
preachment: the efficiency and intelligence 
played.

we meet again--if we do, and you 
have the monéy-- you can give it back to me.” But the 
Cuban was proud; he refused the money. 

His transportation and meals to Washington were 
taken care of by the army people, of course, and when 
he got there he wes put up at the Arm and Navy 
Club. There he worted literally day and night. He 
knew Cuba as possibly no other man knew it, and he 
does today. Every town, every Spanish post of im- 
portance, every mountain range, every valley, it 
said, he was able to locate for our army—and more.

And so the days and nights passed. The picturesque 
Cuban received much publicity and his name and the 
fact that he was in Washington on an important 
cret mission became widely known.

OMEWRHERE in Minnesota, the good car “Ss: 
Louis,” a specially constructed combination o! 
the arts and utilitarian aspects of motor cat 
production, is pursuing a le’surely transconti- 
nental journey to Seattle. Its passenzers, 
seven in number, are captained by Sam F. 
Myerson, for many years prominent in the 
rrinting business anc th: verious sctivities of the 
Republican politi al orennizations of St Louis 

Myerson and his companions bave Uauwati as their 
ultimate destination. They purpose ta ing ship at 
Seattle. carrying the “St. Louis” with them. and will 
tour the Hawatian Islands to their hearts’ content be- 
fore returning to the mainland of tho United States. 

It was Mlverson who originated the idea of a de luxe 
car embracing everything that promised to lend com 
tort and pleasure to the “long, long trail” from St 
Louis to the Pacific. The motive wes recreation and 
life in the open, that would aid in rebuilding a consti 
tution weakened by ill health and too close application 
to business. Myerson at the age of 58, active since his 
boyhood, sold his business and prepored to 
try the virtues of the therapy of the open 
air.

When the car was designed the builders

a yacht planned for a long sea trip. With 
all these directions to guide, the “home on 
wheels,” as it was termed by Mverson, was 
finally given its finishing touches. Then 
Myerson discovered that the detail of :get 
ting away Was no small undertaking. Every 
time a “hop off was arranged something 
intervened. There were numerous compart 
ments to be filled with supplies, and there 
was the all-important matter of getting a 
dependable person who could combine all 
the qualifications of chauffeur, guide and 
mechanician. Such a superman was found, 
since the development of the motor trade has brought 
about even more astonishing results: hence, at last. 
Stipper Myerson gave the word, “Let's go.” 

And this time he meant it, since the expedition ws 
ready to the last can of milk and cartridge for th” 
long roll over prairies, mountains and streams No 
truck of commerce was ever turned out with any keen- 
er regard for the elements of endurance and power than 
was the “St. Louis.”

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Remarkable photograph of a lioness in the act of breaking the neck of a zebra, taken in the Uganda region of Africa by Capt. W. Robert Foran, noted English soldier, hunter 
of big game and journalist. Capt. Foran followed the Roosevelt expedition through the African jungles as a newspaper correspondent and contributed largely to the literature 
of that noted hunt. Later Foran returned to England in time to take part in the big war. When last heard of he was wounded in Belgium. 

This picture was taken in the Uganda by Capt. Foran some years prior to the Roosevelt expedition. One morning while Foran was hunting, he saw a zebra stallion grazing 
some distance from a herd of its striped companions. At the same time he saw the lioness make the attack, and hastily taking the camera from the gun bearer, got within 15 
paces of the scene and thus procured his view of the death struggle. Then taking his magazine rifle he dispatched the lioness and ended the zebra’s agony. 

This picture was examined by Col. Roosevelt and pronounced a faithful reproduction of scenes that are not uncommon in the African game haunts.
